Union Rejects 
Ford Offer; May 
Strike Tuesday 


Stock-Sharing Plan 
Is Key Feature in 
Company Proposal 


DETROIT W—The 
CIO United 
Auto 
Workers, 
flatly 
rejecting 
Ford’s half-million dollar contract 
offer, early today ordered 135,000 
Ford workers to be ready for the 
key auto industry’s first serious 
strike 
since 1930 next 
Tuesday 
night. 
Ford’s offer ignored the union 
demand for a guaranteed annual 
wage, and union leaders said Ford 
“ has refused even to discuss any 
of the major econom ic demands of 
the union ” 


Negotiations appeared in danger 
of collapse that could trigger a 
nationwide walkout at Ford that 
m ight seriously dent the booming 
national econom y and present the 
Eisenhower adm inistration with its 
m ost serious labor crisis yet. 
Stock-Sharing Plan 
Union leaders, after pouring over 
the Ford offer until the early morn­ 
ing hours, flashed orders to the 
51 Ford local unious to “ begin im ­ 
m ediately to prepare for possible 
strike action’’ next Tuesday night 
They also called the Ford national 
com m ittee to an em ergency meet 
ing in Detroit Saturday afternoon 
The 
negotiators, 
stalking from 
the negotiating room in a down 
town hotel, had earlier rejected a 
Ford plan for a 37-cent hourly pay 
package that could scale into more 
than a 75-cent package increase 
for some workers by 1960 
The key feature of the Ford offer, 
v hich would have given workers 
levs than half of the direct pay 
boo t it wants in addition to the 
annual wage, was a stock-sharing 
plan.

would have a chance to buy Ford 
stock 
at 
half the 
m arket price 
when Ford stock goes on public 
sale for the first tim e late this 
year 
Target for Strike 
Workers would be eligible for an 
amount of stock each year equal 
to a tenth of their yearly eam ings 
Ford would pay half the cost and 
the worker the other half

would guarantee that the worker 
wouldn't lose any of the half he 
contributed should the stock’s value 
decline.
